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Eagles,

NEW ORLEANS — The Oakland 
Raiders and Philadelphia Eagles don’t do 
things with a lot of pizzazz. They’re meat- 
and-potatoes teams. Shotguns and bombs 
aren’t their style. 

The Dallas Cowboys can dazzie you with 
their footwork. The San Diego Chargers 
can wow you with their rocketry. But 
where are they today? 

Not here. Not vying for the Vince 
Lombarti Trophy. emblematic of a Super 
Bowl triumph. 

The Raiders and Eagles are here 
because, along with a few big plays — Jim 
Plunkett's 65-yard deflected touchdown 
pass to Raymond Chester on Oakland’s 
third play; Wilbert Montgomery’s 42-yard 
touchdown run on Philadelphia’s second 
play), the two teams can take a lead, can 
Sit on a lead and can protect a lead. They 
can play flawless football, or close to it. 

They pretty much did that against each 
other in Philadelphia on the 12th weekend 
of the National Football League’s regular 
season. They battled through a scoreless 
first half, the Eagles eked out a 5i-yard 
field goal by Tony Franklin in the third 
period, Oakland’s Jim Plunkett teamed 
with Cliff Branch on a touchdown pass 
play covering 86 yards early in the fourth 
quarter and Philadelphia won it 10-7 on 
Wilbert Montgomery’s 3-yard scoring 
sweep with 2:56 to play. 

It'll likely be the same kind of game in 
the Superdome, perhaps not as low- 
scoring, but almost cetaimly as basic. 
That’s what got ‘em here. 

Last Sunday, against the Chargers, who 
can strike for touchdowns with the sudden- 
ness of the lightning bolts on their 
helmets, Oakland saw its 28-7 lead reduced 
to 28-24 in the third quarter with more than 
20 minutes to play. 

But Oakland had the bail. 

It chewed up yard after yard with (to 
San Diego) agonizing deliberateness, 
picking up a field goal. The Chargers tried 
to storm back and failed, Oakland s-l-o-w- 
l-y ground its way to another field goal, 
then surrendered a Charger field goal. San 
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Raiders do it in same style 


Diego trailed 34-27 with nearly seven 
minutes remaining. 

But Oakiand had the ball. 

And this time the Raiders never gave it 
up. They ran it down the Chargers’ throats 
and ran out the clock. All through that 
last, wrenching drive, San Diego Coach 
Don Coryell kept saying to himself, ‘‘If 
only we can get the ball back; just one 
more shot ..."’ They never got it. 

While San Diego’s Dan Fouts was 
throwing two interceptions and Mike 
Thomas was committing a costly fumble 
(it led to an Oakland TD), the Raiders 
never gave up the ball. 

Similarly Philadelphia's few mistakes 
didn’t hurt the Eagles; they only delayed 
the inevitable — a defeat for the Cowboys, 
whose biggest mistake was Tony Dorsett’s 
fumble. When Roynell Young stripped it 
away, Jerry Robinson picked it up and 
carried it to Dallas’ 38-yard line. Six plays 
later a 10-7 lead ballooned to 17-7, then 
Philadelphia’s defense went to work. It 
never allowed the Cowboys within field- 
goal range, never mind touchdown 
territory. 

And Dorsett, on whose shoulders so 
much of the Cowboys’ hopes rode, was 
limited to 41 yards rushing. The entire 
Dallas offense amounted to just 202 yards 
— eight more than Montgomery got all by 
himself for the Eagies. 

Both quarterbacks were pivotal in 
catrying their teams this far, but by far 
different routes. 

Ron Jaworski of the Eagles led the 
National Connference in regular-season 
passing. He threw for 3,529 yards and 27 
touchdown passes and was intercepted 
only 12 times. 

Plunkett, who epitomizes the Oakland 
tradition of turning castoffs into 
contenders, emerged from the obscurity 
of the bench. He stepped in when Dan 


Pastorini went down with a broken leg 


and, with inspiration as much as with his 
passing, guided the Raiders to nine 
victories in their last 11 regular-season 
games. He passed for 2,299 yards and 18 
TDs and was intercepted 16 times. 

When Plunkett took over, Oakland was 
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foundering, having lost three of its first 
five games. On one of them, Pastorini was 
jolted by San Diego, Plunkett came on in 
the final seconds and threw an 18-yard TD 
pass to Raymond Chester with 33 seconds 
to go in the fourth period, forcing 
overtime. Then Pastorini returned — and 
couldn’t beat the Chargers to the 
scoreboard. San Diego won in overtime. 

With Plunkett at the controls from the 
opening play in the teams’ rematch, 
though, Oakland won 38-24. It wasn’t as 
easy as that, though After Kenny King 
sped 89 yards for a TD in the third period 
that broke a 24-24 tie, San Diego fumbled 
the ensuing kickoff and Todd Christensen 
recovered it in the end zone for another 
score. 

That started a six-game winning streak, 
including a 45-34 rouser in Pittsburgh, 
when Plunkett burned the Steelers’ 
secondary for touchdown passes of 45, 56 
and 34 yards. The streak ended in Phila- 
deiphia, then the Raiders won three of 
their final four games to return to the 
playoffs after a two-year absence. 

The Eagles’ start was as hot as 
Oakland’s was cold, Philadelphia winning 
its first three games and 11 of its first 12, 
including 17-10 against Dallas. In all of 
those garnes, and in the next three, Harold 
Carmichael caught a pass. Only when he 
was injured early in the season finale 
against Dallas and saw limited duty did he 
fail to catch one, his NFL record streak 
ending at 127 games. 

The Eagles lost three of their final four 
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games, including that one against Dallas 
35-27. But they didn’t lose by a big enough 
margin to allow the Cowboys to slip past 
them to a division title. fs 

In the playoffs, Philadelphia rallied 
from an early 14-0 deficit to rout 
Minnesota 31-16 before beating the 
Cowboys. The Raiders, after mauling 
favored Houston 27-7 in the wild-card 
round of the playoffs, nosed out the 
Browns 14-12 in a frostbitten game in 
Cleveland thanks to Mike Davis’ last- 
minute endzone interception, then they did 
their job on the Chargers. 

Thus, the Raiders become only the 
second team in the 15year history of 
Super Bow] to make it this far as a wild- 
card team and the first to do it since a 
second, wild-card playoff round was added 
to the post-season format. The only other 
wild-card team was Dallas, in Super Bow! 
X. Back then, though, there was just one 
wild-card team in eachconference and it, 
like the three division winners, played two 
post-season games, not three the way 
Oakland did this year. 


Those wild-card Cowboys, by the way, 
lost 21-17 to Pittsburgh in the title game. 
So should Oakland beat the Eagles, it'll 
become the first wild-card team to win a 
Super Bowl. 

And if Philadelphia wins, it'll be only the 
second team to win its first Super Bow! 
appearance against a team with previous 
experience in the game. Pittsburgh did it 
against Minnesota in Super Bow! IX. 
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How to build team 
for the Super Bowl 


Most teams build through the draft, some through 
shrewd trading. 

The parties to Super Bowl XV, however, have added 
another ingredient to the formula of success — the free 
agent. 

The Philadelphia Eagles and Oakland Raiders have the 
ability to see talent where others teams have not — 
whether it be by signing obscure collegians overlooked in 
the draft or recycling has beens or never weres. 

Like it or not, players who came up short elsewhere 
perform favorably in Oakland and Philadelphia. 

When asked to explain this phenomenon recently, 
Raider defensive end John Matuszak responded. ‘“Why 
Oakland? It’s simple. Oakland is the end of the line. If 
you can’t make it at Oakland, you can’t make it 
anywhere.”’ 

Five Raider starters play placekicker Chris Bahr are 
among the 10 players signed by Oakland as free agents. 
The Eagles are even busier in the scouting out-back, 
listing 17 free agents on their Super Bowl roster. The 
Raiders have been pafticularly busy in the last year, 
however. Fourteen of the Raiders’ Super Bowl players 
were not with the club in 1979 — a turnover of 31 percent. - 

Among the first-year Raiders are five free agents — 
placekicker Chris Bahr, starting linebacker Bob Nelson, 
reserve linebackers Randy McClanahan and Mario 
Celotto and reserve safety Keith Moody. Only two 1980 
draft choices, starting linebacker Matt Millen (a No. 2) 
and quarterback Marc Wilson (No. 1) made the club. The 
other seven additions all arrived via trade — includin 
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NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The Philadelphia Eagles are 
favored in the point spread, but they’re bucking a bit of 
Super Bowl history. 

Only three teams — the Green Bay Packers, New York 
Jets and Pittsburgh Steelers — have won their first 
Super Bowl game. And only one of them, the Steelers, 
have done it against a returning team (16-6 over the 
Minnesota Vikings in Super Bowl IX). 

This Super Bowl is Oakland’s third. The Raiders lost 
their first one, 33-14 to the Packers on Jan. 14, 1968 in 
Miami, then beat the Vikings 32-14 on Jan. 9, 1977, in 
Pasadena, Calif. 

Actually, there was no official Super Bowl 1 ... or II ... 
or III ... or IV. When the Packers, the most formidable 
National Football League team of the 1960s, beat the 
American Football League’s Kansas City Chiefs 35-10 on

Review of title contest 











title was the AFL-NFL World Championship Game. 

Max McGee, a 34-year-old flanker who thought he’d 
spend most of the day lounging on the Green Bay bench 
in the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum, replaced injured 
Boyd Dowler on the third play of that game. He wound up 
with seven receptions, two for touchdowns covering 37 
and 13 yards from Bart Starr. 

Elijah Pitts scored two of Green Bay’s other 
touchdowns on 5 and 1-yard runs in the second half as the 
Pack broke open the 14-10 halftime score. Willie Wood’s 
interception and 50-yard runback to the Kansas City 5- 
yard line was the pivotal play in the game, setting up 
Pitts’ first TD run early in the second half. 

Starr, who completed 16 of 23 passes for 250 yards, was 
the Most Valuable Player of that game. And in the next 
one, when he 13 of 24 passes for 202 yards and a 
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Wilbert Montgomery is back, meaning 
the Philadelphia Eagles have returned to 
their high level of offense in time for Super 
Bow! XV. 

The Eagles have won all four games in 
which their tough, elusive cutback runner 
was out of the lineup and won two of the 
three games in which he played only spar- 
ingly because of an assor*ment of injuries. 
The four wins, however, were over the 
Giants, Bears, Seahawks and Saints, all 
losing teams. 

More significantly, Montgomery rushed 
for 76 yards when the Eagles beat the 
Oaktand Raiders, their Super Bow! oppo 
nent. In a year in which he has suffered 
knee, rib, groin, hip and thigh injuries, 
Montgomery has hung on. In the Eagles’ 
win over the Dallas Cowboys for the NFC 
championship, he rolled up 194 yards with 
some great cuts. 

"| think Wilbert’s kind of in a class by 
himself,’ said Claude Humphrey, the 36- 
year-old rushing specialist, who has finally 
made it to the Super Bow! after 13 years 
“‘Maybe- Ear! Campbell might be in the 
same class when he’s running good. But 
when Wilbert’s running good, nobody is in 
his class.” 

The Eagles will need Montgomery’s juk 
ing style in view of the condition of their 
receiving corps. Flanker Charlie Smith, 
who caught 47 passes in his best season 
ever, has a broken jaw but may be able to 
come back against Oakland. He missed 
both of the Eagle playoff wins over Min- 
nesota and Dallas. Sub flanker Scott Fit- 
zkee broke his left foot for the second time 
in 14 weeks against the Vikings and is 
definitely out. Free agent Rod Parker will 
probably start 

When the Eagles go to their three- 
receiver offense, 5-foot-8 running back 
Lovie Giammona will switch to a wide 
receiver. Also back is Wally Henry, a punt 
returner-receiver, who is wearing a flak 
jacket, having undergone surgery for the 
removal of his spleen in October.

of falling back on Ron Jaworski’s arm. The 
Eagles confused the Cowboys in the NFC 
title game with some interesting sets 
Predictably, they used a three-receiver 
slot set. But on other downs, they flopped 
tight end Keith Krepfie outside (taking run 
supported Charlie Waters away from the 


line) and the , used a double tight end, with 
Krepfle as « -vingback just outside of John 
Spagnola. 


When the Eagles go to their slot, normal 
ly a passing formation, they will often take 
adummage of the shifted defense by runn

ing Monigomery and rejuvenaied fullback - 


Leroy Harris away from the defensive 
strength. And with Montgomery again 
able to provide the big-gainer, the Eagles 
can use more play-action, usually involv 
ing Harold Carmichael, a towering 6-foot-8 
receiver who slumped in the final half 
dozen games of the year after an all-pro 
start 

The Eagles will also throw an under 
rated offensive line against the Raiders, a 
unit that dominated the Cowboys. The best 
blocker is left tackle Stan Walters, who 
went down with back spasms against 
Dallas but returned in the second half to 
contain Harvey Martin. Left guard. Petey 
Perot had problems with Randy White, but 
the Eagles used Ron Baker, a former Colt, 
who threw some big blocks. 


WHEN PHILADELPHIA IS ON 
DEFENSE — ‘‘Dominate, dominate, 
dominate,’’ said Charlie Johnson, the 


Eagles’ all-pro nose tackle. He meant that 
he and ends Car! Hairston and Dennis 
(Bigfoot) Harrison had dominated the 
Cowboys in the pits from their 3-4 defense 
He was right. The Johnson-Hairston 
Harrison unit hasn’t gotten any rave 
reviews (only Johnson made the Pro 
Bow!), but if is a tough, physical group 
that stays fresh because the Eagles yank 
Johnson, the heart of the unit, on passing 
downs. Joining the rushline are Hum- 
phrey, a classic outside rusher, and Kenny 
Clarke, a backup nose tackle. Harrison 
flops either inside or to right end. Hum- 
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phrey hardly showed his years, getting 
14% sacks. Behind them, left outside 
linebacker John Bunting had his best 
season, stringing out wide plays and call 
ing audibles 

Bill Bergey, coming off major knee 
surgery, isn’t the all-pro he once was. But 
he and steady Frank LeMaster jam. up 
plays and play smart pass defense. The kid 
to watch is right outside linebacker Jerry 
Robinson, a 216-pound super-athiete, who 
is always around the ball, or the ball car 
rier. The Eagle secondary is far better 
than the unit that was weak on tackling 
last year. Roynelf Young, the rookie left 
corner, hits hard and isn’t bad on pass 
coverage. Right corner Herm Edwards is 
@ gambler who occassionally gives up the 
long bail. Free safety Brenard Wilson add 
ed strength and nerve in the off-season and 
delivered 4} tackles and 32 assists this 
year

HENRY LAWRENCE VS. DEFENSIVE

and rarely makes the wrong moves. At 6 
foot-8 and 280, Harrison won't be giving 
away anything in size. But he’s only in his 
third year. On passing downs, Harrison 
will move elsewhere along the line and 
Lawrence will be blocking Claude Hum 
phrey, a wise, old outside rusher 

RAIDER TIGHT END RAYMOND 
CHESTER VS. STRONG SAFETY RAN- 
DY LOGAN The Eagles may have to 
help Logan out. Logan made the Pro Bow! 
on the stFength of his run defense, whichis 
solid. But he isn’t nearly as skilled cover 
ing tight ends 
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The first thing one would say about ‘the 
Oakland Raiders is ‘‘who are those guys?” 
How did they get to the Super Bow! with a 
washed-up quarterback, a defensive 
tackle masquerading as a_ linebacker, 
senior citizens playing on the offensive line 
and an owner who thinks of Los Angeles as 
home? 

They are a mixed bag of characters 
heading, possibly, for a storybook ending. 
Pro football had given last rites to Jim 
Plunkett two years ago, but here he is 
quarterbacking the Raiders in Super Bow! 
XV. Oakland drafted Matt Millen out of 
Penn State and told him to forget the four- 
point stance of a tackle, he was now a 
linebacker. This didn’t bother Millen; he 
still hits like a tackle. 

Gene Upshaw is 35, Art Still is 34 and 
they’re still boring holes on the left side of 
Oakiand’s line for Mark van Eeghen to 
barrel through. Bob Nelson, who plays in- 
side linebacker with Millen, was al! set to 
become an ice cream salesman in Min- 
nesota, when Oakland rescued him from 
the deep freeze. 

And, oh, does Oakland have discards, 
those who were just good enough to be 
dispensable on their former clubs. Burgess 
Owens came from the Jets for a sixth- 
round pick. Kenny King was so far back of 
Ear! Campbell on the Houston depth chart, 
Missing Persons was notified. Bob 
Chandler came from Buffalo, Cedrick 
Hardman from San Francisco, Chris Bahr 
from Cincinnati. 

And here they are with an owner, Al 
Dayis, who wants to take them directly 
from New Orleans to Los Angeles without 
passing through Oakland. Has there ever 
been a Super Bowl team like this? 

OAKLAND’S OFFENSE — The Raiders 
no longer make the big play sporadically, 
but regularly. The Oakland offense which 
once sputtered like Jack Benny’s Maxwell 
resembled one of Enzo Ferrari’s racing 
cars against San Diego in the AFC cham- 
pionship game. The Chargers are thought 
of as a quick-striking team, but Oakland 


uncoiled faster, like a threatened rat- 
tlesnake, to stun the San Diegans, 34-27. 
The Raiders have worked out all the kinks 
on offense. Jim Plunkett now runs a 
smooth, cohesive attack. Oakland’s of- 
fense has come together at just the right 
time, the playoffs: The Raiders haven’t 
had a turnover in two of the three post- 
season games (Houston and San Diego). 
Oakland is staying away from mistakes, 
which is especially important in the 
playoffs. San Diego had three against 
Oakland and retired for the season. In 
terestingly, Plunkett had his worst game 
in the 10-7 regular-season defeat to the 
Eagles in Philadelphia where he com 
pleted 10 of 36 passes, tossed two intercep 
tions and was sacked eight times. 
However, he did throw an 86-yard 
touchdown pass to Cliff Branch. The 
Oakland offense of Jan. 25 will be more dif 
ficult for the Eagles to control than the one 
they shut down on Nov. 23. And it will be a 
neutral site this time. 

OAKLAND’S DEFENSE — They are 
called the Boys of Sumner, after 
linebacker coach Charlie Sumner, unof 
ficialiy the defensive coordinator. And 
they can play defense. The whole country 
knows about Lester Hayes and Ted Hen 
dricks, the two all-pros, one with intercep 
tions on his mind, the other with quarter 
back sacks dancing in his head. Hayes has 
18 interceptions, five in the piayoffs, and 
another four called back in what has to be 
the greatest season ever, including 
playoffs, for a defensive back. Although 
the Eagles won two months ago, they 
averaged only 3.3 yards per rush against 
Oakiand while Ron Jaworski completed 14 
of 32 passes. The Polish Rifle slipped out of 
@ sure. sack to complete a 40-yard pass to 
Leroy Harris, setting up Philadelphia’s on- 
ly touchdown. The Raider defense is the 
best in football, 
Philadelphia’s. Defense will dictate Supe 
XV. 

OAKLAND’S SPECIAL TEAMS — Ray 
Guy set an AFC championship game 
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record with a 56.0 average and a 71-yard 
punt. Now he has a rematch with the 
Superdome instant-replay screen, which 
hangs from the domed ceiling, and which 
he hit in the 1976 Pro Bowl. Guy could be a 
big factor in the Super Bow!. Chris Bahr, 
who made only 19 of 37 field goals during 
the regular season, has hit 4 of 4 in the 
playoffs. Oakland’s return game isn’t 
strong, but its kick coverage is

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
“Dynasty” described the 
Pittsburgh Steelers of 1975- 
1980. Perhaps ‘‘odyssey” 
best describes the Oakland 
Raiders of 1968-81. 

From first Super Bowl to 
fourth, the Steelers were 
fundamentally the same 
team -— Chuck Noll the 
coach, Terry Bradshaw at 
quarterback, Lynn Swann 
at wide receiver and the 
rest of the all-too-familiar 
names at their positions. 

But the Oakland team 
heading into the Louisiana 
Superdome for Sunday’s 
Super Bowl against 
Philadelphia hardly 
resembles the Raiders who 
lost 33-14 to Green Bay in 
Super Bowl II or the 
Raiders who beat 
Minnesota 32-14 in Super 
Bow! XI. 


When the Raiders, the 
last American Football 
League team to lose a Super 
Bowl, fell to the Packers in 
the Orange Bowl on Jan. 14, 
1968, John Rauch was their 
coach, Daryle Lamonica 
was their quarterback and 
Bill Miller was his favorite 
receiver (they combined for 
the team’s only touchdowns 
on a pair of 23-yard passes). 


Nine years later, in the 
Rose Bowl on Jan. 9, 1977,- 
the Raiders became the last 
team to beat Minnesota in a 
Super Bowl (the Vikings 
have lost all four of their 
appearances). John 
Madden was the Oakland 
coach (he’d been an 
assistant under Rauch), 
Kenny Stabler did the

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touchdown (62 yards to Dowler) against the Raiders. 
Don Chandler kicked four field goals for the Packers. 
Daryle Lamonica and Bill Miller accounted for the 
Raiders’ points on two touchdown passes covering 23 
yards apiece. 

Joe Namath was the unquestioned star of the next title 
game. Three days before the game, he guaranteed a 
victory by the Jets, three-touchdown underdogs to a 
Baltimore team which had posted a 13-1 season record. 
Namath picked the Colts clean, completing 17 of 28 
passes for 206 yards and letting Matt Snell do the 
groundwork. Snell rolled up 121 yards, 4 of them on the 
Jets’ only touchdown (Jim Turner added three field 
goals) in the 16-7 shocker. 

That gave the AFL credibility. The next year Kansas 
City gave it parity. Len Dawson, shaking off the pressure 
of a federal investigation into alleged links with 
gambling (there were none, the probe determined), 
quarterbacked the Chiefs to a 23-7 victory over 
Minnesota in New Orleans’ Tulane Stadium. He 
completed 12 of 17 passes, with a 46-yard scoring strike 
to Otis Taylor sealing the victory. 


The next year, the merger turned the American 
Football League into the American Football Conference 
(plus Baltimore, Pittsburgh and Cleveland, three NFL 
teams moved over to balance things). 

In the first official Super Bowl (it was also called the 
“Blooper Bowl,” thanks to 11 turnovers and 14 penalties 
by Baltimore and Dallas) the Colts beat the Cowboys 16 
13 on Jim O’Brien’s 32-yard field goal with five seconds 
to play. 

The Cowboys had aqcuired a ‘‘can’t-win-the-big-one”’ 
reputation. They finally won the big one, Super Bow! VI, 
24-3 over Miami, rushing for 252 yards, 67 more than the 
Dolphins’ entire offense. Moody Duane Thomas had 9% of 
those yards, three on a TD run. 

The Dolphins were back a year later, and back as no 
team had ever been before. After a perfect regular 
season and two playoff victories, Miami defeated 
Washington 147 with a ball-control offense, The 
Redskins’ only touchdown, with 2:07 to play, came on 
Mike Bass’ 49-yard run with a fumble. Garo Yepremian, 
the Dolphins’ place-kicker, had tried a pass after his 
field-goal attempt was blocked, the ball squibbed out of 
his hand and Bass caught it. 

Miami wasn’t quite as perfect going into Super Bowl 
VIII. The Dolphins had lost twice in the regular season. 
But they were about as perfect as a team could be 
against Minnesota as Larry Csonka scored two touch- 
downs and gained 145 of their 196 rushing yards in the 24-7 
victory. : 

The next year it was Pittsburgh’s turn to pick on the 
Vikings. Again it was the rush that killed Minnesota, 
Franco Harris rolling up 158 of the Steelers’ 249 ground 
yards and scoring a TD in the 166 triumph. 

While Hollywood’s motion pictures rolled the next year 
in the Orange Bowl for the filming of what turned oyt to 
be ‘‘Black Sunday,’’ the Steelers became the third team 
to win successive Super Bowl games by defeating Dallas 
21-17 as Terry Bradshaw threw two touchdown passes, 
the latter a 64-yard bomb with 3:02 to play which 
nullified Roger Staubach’s second TD strike of the game 
for the Cowboys barely a minute later. 

The Vikings reached the Super Bowl for a fourth time 
— and lost it for a fourth time — on Jan. 9, 1977, as 
Oakland’s Clarence Davis rushed for 137 yards and Pete 
Banaszak ran for two short-yardage scores in the 32-14 
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runaway. The Vikings, by the way, have been outscored 
51-0 in the first half of their four Super Bow! games. 

Dallas and Denver gave the Superdome it’s first Super 
Bowl game three yéars ago. The Cowboys won handily, 
27-10. They converted two interceptions into 10 points en 
route to a 13-0-halftime lead, then Staubach and halfback 
Robert Newhouse threw touchdown passes. 

The Steelers became the first three-time Super Bowl 
winner the following year, winning their rematch with 
the Cowboys 35-31 as Bradshaw threw a record four 
touchdown passes, two of them covering 28 and 75 yards 
te Lynn Swann. 

Bradshaw, who had thrown for a personal-high 318 
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yards against Dallas in Super Bowl XII, threw for 309 
yards and two touchdowns (47 yards to Swann, 73 to John 
Stallworth) last year and won his second successive 
MVP award as the Steelers brought their decade of 
dominance to an end with a 31-19 triumph over Los 
Angeles 

It was the first Super Bowl appearance for the Rams, 
who led 19-17 until Bradshaw threw the bomb to 
Stallworth. And Los Angeles, down 24-19, was at the 
Pittsburgh 32-yard line and driving for a potential game- 
winning score when linebacker Jack Lambert 
intercepted a Vince Ferragamo pass to kill the Rams’

Dwayne O’Steen (from Los Angeles) and safety Burgess 
Owens (from New York Jets) plus reserve defense ends 
Joe Campbell (from New Orleans) and Cedrick 
Hardman (from San Francisco) and cornerback Odis 
McKinney (from the New York Giants). The best known 
of the Raider free agents is quarterback Jim Plunkett. 
But the list includes starting linebackers Ted Hendricks, 
Rod Martin and Nelson, defensive end Matuszak plus 
special teams leader Todd Christensen. The list of trade 
additions includes starting tight end Raymond Chester 
and defensive reserves Monte Jackson (cornerback) and 
Dave Pear (nose tackle). 

Quarterback Marc Wilson is one of four first-round 
draftees with the Raiders. The others are senior Raider 
and starting guard Gene Upshaw (1967), starting 
offensive tackle Henry Lawrence (1974) and punter Ray 
Guy (1973). 

Of the 25 draft choices on the Raider roster, 19 are 
divided almost evely among the first five rounds. 

Second - round picks who made the club are Millen, 
starting safety Mike Davis, and reserve defensive 
linemen Willie Jones and Dave Browning. From the 
third-round are starters Art Shell (offensive tackle) and 
Mark van Eeghen (running back) plus reserves Derrick 
Jensen and Lindsey Mason. Fourth-round picks over the 
years have yielded three of the key Raiders — wide 
receiver Cliff Branch, center Dave Dalby and offensive 
tackle Mickey Marvin — plus reserve tight end Morris 
Bradshaw. Round Five has yielded cornerback Lester 
Hayes, linebacker Jeff Bames and reserve tight end 
Derrick Ramsey. 

The Raiders have also struck it rich in the lower 
rounds with running back Ira Matthews (sixth round), 
wide receiver Rich Martini and running back Arthur 
Whittington (seventh round), offensive guard Steve 
Sylvester (10th round), offensive tackle Bruce Davis 
(11th round) and defensive nose tackle Reggie Kinlaw 
(12th round). 

The Eagles have done even a better job of beating the 
bush for talent. 

Philadelphia’s roster numbers only three No. 1 
selections — cornerback Roynell Young (1980), 
linebacker Jerry Robinson (1979) and offensive tackle 
Jerry Sisemore (1973) — and only 12 players taken amont 
the first five rounds. 

Both reserve quarterbacks, Joe Pisarcik and Rob 
Hertel, arrived via the free agent route as did half the 
starting defensive secondary, cornerback Herman 
Edwards and safety Brenard Wilson. 

While the club’s premier receiver, Harold Carmichael, 
was a find as a seventh-round draftee in 1971 — the pass 
catchers (Charlie Smith, Wally Henry, Rod Parker and 
Luther Blue) all arrived as free agents, as did reserve 
tight end John Spagnola. And starting tight end Keith 
Krepfle and reserve receiver Scott Fitzkee (injured) 
were both no higher than fifth-round draftees. 

Other free agents on the Eagle roster are reServe 
linebackers Ray Phillips and Al Chesley, defensive backs 
Richard Blackmore and Dick Wagner, offensive linemen 
Woody Peoples and Steve Kenny, defensive lineman Ken 
Clarke and running backs Bob Torrey and Louie 
Giammona 

The key trade in recent Eagle history brought 
quarterback Ron Jaworski to Philadelphia in 1977 in 
exchange for tight end Charles Young. Starting fullback 
Leroy Harris also arrived via trade as did safety-punt 
returner John Sciarra, linebacker Bill Bergey, defensive 
énd Claude Humphrey and linemen Stan Walters, Mark 
Slater and RON Baker. 

Besides Carmichael, the all-time, low-round draft find 
might be running back Wilbert Montgomery, a sixth- 
round pick from Abilene Christian in 1977.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 
Jim Plunkett of the Oakland 
Raiders and Ron Jaworski 
of the Philadelphia Eagles, 
as the starting 
quarterbacks in Super Bowl 
XV, should play major 
roles.

Ray Guy, the National 
Football League’s premier 
punter, has been the third- 
string quarterback, behind 
starter Jim Plunkett and 
rookie backup Marc Wilson, 
since Dan Pastorini broke a 
leg three months ago. So 
far, his work is confined to 
throwing to receivers in 
practices, and Coach Tom 
Flores hopes that remains 
the case. 

When asked if Guy throws 
the ball well, tight end Ray- 
mond Chester responded, 
‘“‘Does he ever! He probably 
has the strongest arm on 
our team.” 

Guy could well-be the best 
athlete on the Oakiand 
squad. He starred in 
baseball and basketball, as 
well as football, in high 
school before entering Sou- 
thern Mississippi, where he 
played defensive back, 
punted and handled place- 
kicking. He got his punting 
average up to 46.2 yards, 
best in the nation, in his 
final college season. 

Guy accepted the role of 
specialist after joining the 
Raiders, as their first-round 
pick in 1973, and has been 
named to the American 
Conference Pro Bowl team 
seven of his eight NFL 
seasons. He led AFC 
punters with a 43.6-yard 
average this season and his 
kicking in three postseason 
games is a major reason the 
Raiders are conference 
champs. 

“The last three weeks, 
I've been prouder of my 
punting than I ever have. 
I’ve been able to place the 
ball where I wanted to, kick 
it right or left to make it 
tougher to return,’’ Guy 
said.

PHILADELPHIA — In 1960, Dick Vermeil watched the 
Philadelphia Eagles beat the Green Bay Packers in the 
National Football League title game 

Vermeil, then a high school coach, recalled how much 
he was impressed with the Eagles’ center - linebacker,

“T never forgot that game or Bednarik,’’ said Vermeil 
during a lull in preparing his Eagles for their Super Bow! 
game Jan. 25 in New Orleans against the Oakland

the Eagles, a National Football League doormat. He took

Vermeil felt his first job was to get rid of the despair, 
start building a winning attitude. He looked in every cor- 
ner for symbols of a winning tradition. Then, he 
remembered that huge, two-way center-linebacker, a 
man who cherished victory 

Vermeil discovered that Bednarik was bitter toward 
professional football and the Eagles in particular, Bed- 
narik had been refused a place in the Philadelphia 
organization. That didn’t deter Vermeil. He felt having 
Bednarik associated with the Eagles would help restore 
a winning atmosphere

Rozelle decided on an end run. Friendly 
elements in Congress introduced a bili 
legalizing single-network TV by pro sports 
leagues. In three days, it passed both 
houses and, ten days later, was signed by 
JFK.

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Q. Has the first person selected in an NFL draft 
ever gone on to be the most valuable player in a 
Super Bowl? — C.C., La Crosse Wis. 

A. One. Pittsburgh Steeler quarterback Terry 
Bradshaw was the first player taken in the 1970 
draft. Last year he was named the Super Bowl’s 
Most Valuable Player for the second straight year. 
The only other player to do that was Green Bay 
quarterback Bart Starr, the MVP of the first two 
Super Bowls. 

Q. Much has been written down the years about 
Joe Namath’s ‘‘guarantee” that the underdog 
New York Jets would upset the Baltimore Colts 
and give the American Football League their first 
world championship in Super Bow! II. How much 
of a factor did Namath play in that game? — D.J., 
Pottsville, Pa. 

A. When the 18-point underdog Jets stunned the 
football world by defeating Baltimore, 16-7, in 
Super Bow] III, Namath was at the forefront of the 
issue. He completed 17 of 28 passes for 206 yards, 
setting up Matt Snell’s second - period, four-yard 
touchdown run and three second-half field goals by 
Jim Turner. Namath was not intercepted and was 
sacked only once, keeping Baltimore off-balance 
with Snell’s running (121 yards, 30 carries). 

Q. My husband and I have a disagreement about 
what the initials O.J. stand for in O.J. Simpson. I 
say they are for Otis James, right? — H.P., 
Ludington, Mich. 

A. Wrong. The initials are for Orenthal James. 

Q. Who was the better rusher in his Super Bow! 
appearances, Larry Csonka of Miami or Franco 
Harris of Pittsburgh? S.R., Idabel, Okla. 

A. Csonka was over the 100-yard mark in two of 
his three Super Bowls while Harris has made it just 
one in four tries, although that effert netted him a 
Super Bow! record 158 yards. In his first Super 
Bow! appearance, Csonka gained only 40 yards on 
nine carried and had a key fumble in Dallas’ 24-3 
win over the Dolphins in Super Bowl VI. When the 
Dolphins edged Washington, 14-7, to win Super 
Bowl VII, Csonka gained 112 yards on 15 carries. A 
year later, Csonka set a then Super Bowl record of 
145 yards on 33 carries and scored twice as Miami 
topped Minnesota, 24-7. Csonka’s Super Bowl totals 


are 297 yards on 57 carries for a 5.1 average and . 


two touchdowns. Harris holds Super Bowl records 
for touchdowns (four in four games), yards rushing 
(354 in four games) and rushing attempts (101, for 
a 3.5 average). In Super Bow IX in 1975, he riddled 
the Minnesota defense with records of 34 rushes for 
158 yards in the Steelers’ 16-6 win. Last year he 
gained 46 yards on 20 carries, but tied a Super Bowl 
record with two touchdowns in Pittsburgh’s 31-19 
win. Harris is the NFL’s all-time leader in post- 
season rushing with 384 attempts for 1,488 yards 
and 17 touchdowns, finishing as the game’s top 
rusher in 13 of 17 post-season appearances. 

Q. How many teams won the Super Bow! on their 
first try? — A.H., Boston, Mass. 

A. Only three — Green Bay, of course, in the first 
Super Bowl in 1967; the New York Jets in 1969, and 
Pittsburgh in 1975. Kansas City, Baltimore, Dallas, 
Miami and Oakland all won after losing-in a 
previous Super Bowl. Of the 12 teams who have 
appeared in the Super Bowl, only Los Angeles, 
Denver, Washington and Minnesota (four times) 
have never won. 

Q. What was unique about Miami’s 147 win over 
Washington on Jan. 14, 1973, in Super Bow! Vil? — 
F.O., Alliance, Neb. 

A. Three things. Miami became the first team to 
complete a perfect season (17-0) with the win; 
Washington’s only score came on a 49-yard fumble 
return by Mike Bass after Miami kicker Gary 
Yepremian had muffed a pass attempt on a broken 
field goal try, and Miami safety Jake Scott became 
the first defensive player to eam Super Bowl MVP 
h oy 22 0)

Q. Give me some information about Bart Starr’s 
performance in Super Bowls I and Ii. — C.K. 
Watertown, Wis. 

A. Starr was the Most Valuable Player in both 
games. In the first Super Bowl on Jan. 15, 1967, 
Starr completed 16-of-23 passes for 250 yards and 
two touchdowns (37 and 13 yards to Max McGee) as 
Green Bay stopped the Kansas City Chiefs, 35-10. 
McGee, who had caught only three passes during 
the regular season, caught seven for 138 yards 
while filling in for the injured Boyd Dowler. A year 
later, Starr completed 13 of 24 passes for 202 yards,

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The Green Bay Packers were in the middle of their 
glory when they won the National Football League 
championship for the third time in five seasons in 1965. 

Still ahead for coach Vince Lombardi’s Packers were 
wins in Super Bowls I and II, but the ’65 edition of Green 
Bay returned the club to the heights reached in the back- 
to-back title seasons of ’61 and ’62. 

On Jan. 2, 1966, running backs Jim Taylor and Paul 
Hornung amassed 201 yards and led the way through the 
snow, rain and fog surrounding Green Bay’s Lambeau 
Field to give the Packers the championship in a 23-12 win 
over the Cleveland Browns. 

Fullback Taylor, the game’s most valuable player, 
gained 96 yards on 27 carries. Hornung, who scored five 
touchdowns in a late-season crucial game against the 
Baltimore Colts, gained 105 yards on 18 carries and 
scored a touchdown. Don Chandler tied a championship 
game record with three field goals of 23, 15 and 29 yards. 

Quarterback Bart Starr — who was a questionmark up 
until the eve of the game with back and side injuries 
suffered in thé Packers’ 13-10 sudden death win over 
Baltimore in the Western Conference title game a week 
earlier — opened the scoring with a 47-yard scoring pass 
to Carroll Dale. 

Cleveland took a -9-7 lead on a 17-yard TV pass from 
Frank Ryan to Gary Collins and a 24-yard Lou Groza 
field goal, but two Don Chandler field goals put Green 
Bay on top to stay at 13-12 at the half. Hornung scored on 
a 13-yard run in the third quarter to cap an 11-play, 90- 
yard march. 

Green Bay controlled the game, running 69 plays to 
Cleveland’s 39 and outgaining the Browns, 332 yards to 
161. The difference on the ground was 294-60, with the 
Packer defense holding NFL Player of the Year Jim 
Brown to 50 yards on 12 carries. 

A week earlier, the Packers had eliminated the 
defending conference champ Colts on Chandler’s 25-yard 
field goal after 13:29 of overtime play. With Starr hurt, 
backup Zeke Bratkowski came on to complete 22 passes 
for 248 yards. 

During the regular season, the Packers compiled a 10- 
3-1 record. Taylor, defensive backs Willie Wood and Herb 
Adderley, defensive end Willie Davis, defensive tackle 
Henry Jordan, linebacker Ray Nitschke and offensive 
tackle Forrest Gregg all were named to the Pro Bowl 
team.
